
A Buffalo Hniit In Southern Coloriido Last Fall. 

SiDNKY, Ohio. 

EniTOR CuicAOo Field: —We made up our party of six, five 
old huDtere besides myself. Two of our party lived on the Apis- 
liapa, two at Trluldad, one on the upper Santa Clara, where I 
also had iny headquarters on the ranch of William 8., known In 
that section of the country as Buffalo Bill, which name he received 
by b eing a great slayer of buffaloes. We left his ranch one 
bright morning for the Apishapa, there to be joined by Charley 
C., (known in that section of the country as Turkey Charley, be¬ 
ing an expert hunter of turkles) and Hiram V., known there as 
Antelope Hy, (being one of the best antelope hunters In that 
western country, and a good one be Is, too). After two day’s 
drive we arrived on the Apishapa and found them waiting on us 
patiently. We remained here one day, rested our team, but not 
ourselves, as we went out and killed thirteen antelopes; we had 
a nice little bunt, could have killed more If so desired. The next 
morning we left bright and early fur Elmora there to be joined 
by Joseph H., known In that eountry as Buckskin Joe (a name 
given him for being In bis time a great Indian slayer; a terror 
he was to them and many a one be sent to their happy hunting 
ground); also Henry O., known as Bbeepy Hen, (a name given 
him for being one of the greatest mountain sheep hunters in the 
mountains). We arrived at Elmora all right, the party all in 
the beet of spirits; laid in a lot of provisions, such as salt, pep¬ 
per, Sour, potatoes, a variety of canned goods, tobacco, a small 
keg marked pure cider vinegar, and other little necessaries too 
numerous to mention. 

We left Elmora after we considered ourselves well supplied for 
a grand buffalo bunt down on the north branch of the Cimmaron 
river. Our party consisted of six men; we had three wagons to 
haul our camps and bring our game back, each man having an 
extra riding pony. I was armed with a Sharp’s riSe, twelve 
pounds weight, 45 calibre, 30 Inch octagon barrel, 70 grains 
powder, 420 of lead; the rest were armed with the old Winchester 
rifle, 16 shots. We had besides, our revolvers and knives. Be¬ 
fore we got to tbe San Francisco, a small stream emptying into 
the Fiquetware canon and there disappearing, we saw and killed 
a great many antelopes. Now and then we would kill a coyote or 
a wolf, or a badger, all of which arc plenty on the plains. Tbe 
nights were a little cool for camping, but we- always managed to 
camp near timber which we found near streams or ridges such as 
cottonwood, pinnon and scrub cedar. The days were warm and 
nice for hunting. After we got down on the Tuekainta, a small 
stream which empties in tlie Tuckalota canon, we could see hun¬ 
dreds of buffalo carcasses scattered over the plains; we followed 
on what they called the buffalo road. We here met a party of 
Mexicans or greasers, four men and three wagons, loaded down 
with buffalo meat and hides. The only meat saved is the hind¬ 
quarters and tongues. They were camped on Cottonwood 
canon and had killed a large lot of wild turkeys. We also 
stopped there, and the first evening’s hunt on turkeys we killed 
twenty-three, which were the fattest and largest turkeys I ever 
saw lu my lifetime; we saved the fat out of them and used It to 
cook with, which was elegant. Turkeys here feed on wild sun¬ 
flower seed. Jack oak acorns and pinnon nuts. The greasers re¬ 
ported buffaloes just coming In, and I knew if they could kill 
buffaloes with tbe guns they had we had a sure thing of getting 
some, anyhow; their guns were in looks not worth picking up— 
old-fashioned muzzle-loaders of tbe Mexican revolution. I think 
they had their winter’s meat secured with them, all the same, 
though. As we neared our hunting grounds we found 
more buffalo carcasses, and where buffaloes had been a 
short time previous. Finally tbe last day’s drive we saw lots of 
them, but not In as large herds as expected. Finally we arrived 
at our camping and hunting grounds In the evening. 

On tbe north fork of Canadian river we concluded to camp live 
or six miles apart and drive to each other’s Interest. We drew 
cuts who should camp together, three longest to stop and three 
shortest to move on The three longest turned out to be Buck¬ 
skin Joe, Antelope Hy and myself; we selected our camp¬ 
ing ground and the other three moved on for six miles and 
pulled In camp. While we w re arranging our camp and getting 
up wood, which here Is all poor cottonwood, though better than 
none, we could hear shots fired In the distance, and could see a 
good many buffaloes moving to and from their watering places 
that made me feel very anxious to get out and get a shot at an 
old resldenter, as I bad never killed a bnffalo. I was Instructed 
as to the beet mode of hunting by my companions. We bad our 
camp In applc-ple order, and as nice a supper as ever we sat 
down to—nice fat broiled antelope ham and lolo, nice fat tur¬ 
key, boiled potatoes, tomatoes, corn and beans, coffee, with 
peaches for desert, and If ever a party did justice to a supper I 
think we did. Tou, brother sportsmen, that have been on a trip 
of this kind, know all about it Alter supper we chatted a 
while, saw that our horses and ponies were all securely picketed 
and safe, then sampling a small vial we retired for tbe night to 
put in a big day’s bunt on the morrow, but before 'morning came 
I had killed a large buffalo In my dreams. 

Morning came. Buckskin Joe was tbe first one out and 
before we got up he brought to us what he called an eye- 
opener, and then made ns bounce out Breakfast arran^ 
khd eaten, boraet sU fed and ieeling good, camp all arranged, we 


sprang to our saddles and off we went after a herd of buffaloes 
we had been watching for some time. Antelope Hy was on the 
right Buckskin Joe on tbe left yuur bumble servant In the mid¬ 
dle, and, before nightfall. In the middle of a bad fix, which you 
will soon see. Hy got the first shot and killed his buffalo, a 
large bull, when they ran off; but Joe turned tbe herd and then 
the shooting commenced. We got In all thirteen killed and sev¬ 
eral wounded ones got off. Afterwards I slipped on a herd of 
about fifteen, got to within 300 yards of them, fired and broke 
my first down and afterwards got four more, but I did uot man¬ 
age right or I could have got more. Then I heard from Joe and 
Hy, but they soon forgot my plunder. 

In the afternoon we snllled out. I cut off a small herd, fired 
at and wounded an old cow. My bronko wanted to go one way 
and I wanted him to go another, till finally he got to bucking, 
and tbe cow coming fur me full tilt; when she was within sixty 
yards I fired at her and happened to catch her in the shoulder 
with a glancing shot that knocked her down, but still my pony 
would not make time. She got up and came for me again, when 
I caught her In the loin and broke her down and had a good 
notion to give the pony the other load, for if I bad not caught 
her In tbe loin as I did. It would have been a serious job for me. 
I think assbe was snorting and bad ber tail over her back, that 
she would have knocked the bucking out of my pony. I think tbe 
other two laddies could see the whole manmuvre, and told me 
they laughed till their sides hurt. We got in all this day’s hunt 
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twenty-four buffaloes, and our camp looked a little different In 
the evening than it did io the morning. 

The next day we wont out to Buffalo Bill’s camp; found he 
had killed thirteen. His greatest sport In bunting buffaloes Is to 
ride along side of them, and use his navy on them by giving them 
tbe contents In the loin, breaking them down. I did see him 
one day get five by emptying his brace of navys, but It la dan¬ 
gerous sport If you have not got a pony that is well trained, and 
yourself a good rider. I prefer still bunting—that Is to iteal up 
on them on foot while feeding. 

Buffaloes are much more easily approached than other wild 
animals. When you see a herd quietly feeding or at rest you can 
crawl up on them within shooting diet nee. If you can pick a 
tuft of grass or bush of some kind; that Is, If the wind blows 
from them. But if the wind Is to them, no matter how securely 
yon may think you are hid from them, they go. Their scent Is 
so acute they seem to depend more on that than their sight If 
a herd of buffaloes be frightened from any quarter they will In¬ 
variably shape their course against the wind that they may scent 
their enemy. If a hunter can succeed in bringing one down 
with tbe first shot he may kill lots more out of the same herd. If 
he has the wind and keeps secreted. They may hear yonr rifle 
crack and see their companions fall, one after soother, without 
heeding, except to raise their beads or perhaps start a little at 
the report of the goo. They seem to fancy the fallen ones are 
lying down to rest and they are not apt to leave them. 

The tenacity of the buffalo to life Is often very extraordinary. 
When one recelres a mortal shot be frequently appears not hurt 
but will enri his tall and walk about as though nothing bad hap¬ 
pened; but If left Undliturbed he will soon begin to stagger and 


will drop down and expire. But If you should start him on a run 
be might run a mile or more before expiring. In all modes of 
bunting buffaloes there is danger. If on horseback, and the buf¬ 
falo becomes enraged at wounds received, he will often make 
desperate lunges at bis adversary, and then if your horse Is not 
well trained, be may be blmself disemboweled, or leave tbe rider 
on tile ground at the mercy of the buffalo, especially if he Is not 
an expert rider, as is often the case, and came near being with 
me. If you get a horse that Is well trained he will dodge the 
buffalo with the expertnese of a fencer. Some horses enjoy 
the sport as well as tlie hunter, it seems. Antelope Hy rode a 
pony he called Sea Foam. It was a suitable name, as she was 
tbe color of sea foam. When she was young he captured her out 
of a herd of wild horses. She was as fleet as the wind. He 
could jump off of her any place on the plains and leave her un- 
plcketed. If be got off a mile from her and waved his hat she 
would come right to him on a full run. All she was fit for was 
buffalo or antelope hunting. It would seem to do her good If 
she could cut off a herd of antelopes or buffaloes. But my old 
Hunkie, as be was called, was only noted for his bucking, and 
that Is every thing but pleasant; and if ever I left him on tbe 
plains, and not securely picketed, I was bound to walk to camp, 
as be would go there sure. 

The plains through western Kansas, Colorado, New Mexico, 
Texas and Indian Territory that we were over, have about the 
same dreary look, and the characteristic tufts of buff lo grass, 
clumps of grease weeds, bunches of sagebrush, soap weed, prickly 
pear, cactus, prairie dogs, scattering bands of antelopes, jack 
rabbits, badgers, coyotes, wolves, all serve to make up one mo¬ 
notonous picture. As tbe country is settling up so fast It is 
merely a question of time about buffalo bunting, antelope hunt¬ 
ing, and in fact all game, as there Is so much destroyed unneces¬ 
sarily. We found trains of ten and fifteen large wagons going to 
the heart of the buffalo country to spend the Winter, with from 
ten to sixteen oxen to a wagon. They go for the bides alone, of 
course eat what meat they need while bunting. We also met 
some Indiana hunting. They don’t like to see white men hunt¬ 
ing for buffaloes, as tbe buffalo Is the Indians’ best game, and. 
In fact, bis all. 

I am wandering from my hunt It seems. We killed some sixty 
odd buffaloes in all, of which we saved bind quarters, hides and 
tongues. Wlien we started forborne again we did not salt one 
pound of the meat killed. After It was skinned we would bang 
It up to dry, and it retained Its fine flavor as nice as the day it was 
killed. Tlie country we were over is surely the hunter’s para¬ 
dise. This being my first buffalo hunt, and hunting with the 
party of old mountaineers, as I did, you may be satisfied 1 en¬ 
joy, d myself well. One little incident which happened on our 
return home waa Interesting to us for a while. It was a midnight 
scare by a mountain lion. One night one of our horses got loose 
some way from liis picket, and wandered up the creek through 
the canon that we were camped lu. Buffalo Bill was tbe first to 
hear the noise. He heard tbe horse nicker and make an awful 
fuss, being separated from the rest nearly 400 yards. Bill got up 
and went up ^ter the horse to bring him back, aud on ahead of 
him, say sixty yards from the horse, some large animal went 
bounding through tbe jack oak thicket. He suspicioned it was a 
mountain lion. He raised the yell, and ran for camp os fast as 
his legs would carry him to arouse the dogs, of which by the way 
we had two. One a greyhound called Boh (and a better one 
never ran than be was, we all think, for antelope hunting), the 
other a mongrel, part shepherd and Newfoundland, and a devil 
to fight. We all jumped up with our guns in hand and ran out 
to meet him, with the dogs ahead. When we met him he told 
us it must be a lion by tbe way he jumped and what be could 
see of him. We started tbe dogs up the canon, and soon we 
heard them fighting. We followed, but the Hon got the better 
of tbe dogs and got away In the darkness through the rocks, as 
the canon there was very rough. We got the dogs and returned 
to camp for the night, making our arrangements for a lion 
bunt In the moroing. The horse was not hurt, but badly scared; 
but the dogs showed bites and scratches. The next morning we 
were ready for a battle. I had never seen a mountain lion, as 
they call them, so that made me anxious for a shot at one, but 
my companions all cautioned me to make a dead shot if I made 
any. We hunted quite a while. 

Antelope Hy and myself were together, going along leisurely, 
but watching every crevice and all the hanging rocks, when 
whang bang went bis gun. I looked In the direction he shot and 
when the smoke cleared away saw tbe Hon springing towards us. 
Hy hallooed for me to shoot if I saw him as the smoke of bis 
gun bung In front of him and bothered him a little. I shot at 
him and luckily bit him in the shoulder and stopped him, but we 
still kept up the cannonade until be quit kicking. We put four 
out of seven balls Into him. We found that Uy’s first shot just 
grazed his head; be was not over fifty yards from us at tbe time 
Hy first shot. Had I not planted my first shot as I did we surely 
would have bad a chance to use our knives as he was mighty 
near ns, and they jump fully twenty feet at a Jump He was 
what they call a yearling. About three years old they say they 
meausure from tip of nose to end of tail nearly nine feet. He 
waa a powerful one for a yearling, and fat as be could be. In 
skinning him they were careful to save a bam of him and took it 
to camp. Their not saying anything mode me wonder If they 
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wore going to eat It; sure enough for eupper we had broiled 
mountain lion. I ale some of It of courae, it was tolerable good, 
only I preferred antelope, buffalo, or black-tall deer to inoun- 
talu lion, I told them, as It did not taste quite so llonleb. 

My party all preferred a Sharp’s rifle to thetr Winchesters for 
bunting. But for their dally use they used Winchester^, as they 
claimed In an engagement the Winchesters could be fired more 
rapidly; therefore about all the guns there are Winchesters. I 
could not say exactly how many antelopes were killed by the 
party, of which we saved saddles and hides; we had our wagons 
loaded down pretty heavy. On our return and near the San Fran¬ 
cisco we were caught In a storm and were delayed one day and 
two nights. This was about all the bad luck we had; but the 
roads soon dried off again, and wo arrived at Elmora, disposed of 
some of our game and hides, sallsfled with the Inck we had In 
killing a nice lot of game, besides the fun we had. Titus.

By tbs gener¬ 
osity of Sir Ueorgs Ursy, on bebalf of Lbs government of New Zealand, 
1 obtained tbrsa boxes ot the ova. for wbicb be would not accept pay¬ 
ment or a proportion or the cost. I desired again to try a lew of Iba 
Kngllsh salmon. wUb a view to test their sullabillty or otberwUe to oar 
waters. Two of these boxes were packed by Mr. Buckland one by 
yonrseir. Ont of Mr. Buckland'a boxes containing 1,470 ova only one 
Osh bas been batched, which la still alive. 

Your box only couulned SiO ova. Of these about SCO looked bright 
and healthy, and out of these IbO were batched; but 1 regret to eay tost 
most of ibem have since perished, there being only forty or fifty still 
living. 

I fear that we mast give np the hope of ancceedlng with the English 
salmon In Victoria, as the teinperatnre of the water seems altogether 
too high for them and they are a much more delicate fish than tbe Csl 
Ifornia salmon, which thrives here admirably. 

There was a remarkable difference In the ova sent by the Chlmbo- 
raso. Some were full and round and of a bright pink color, besides 
being larger In slae, and your box was like tbia. Uthera were smaller 
Id slae and dnll In color (or white), and many of.theni not globular In 
shape. 

I saw one of your boxes on the ship like this, and all Hr. Bnckland's 
that 1 saw were the same; foor-fiftbs of these were opaqne when the 
boxes were opened, and a large proportion died at ouce when they 
were put in tbe water. Is It possible that these eggs were prematurely 
taken from tbe parent fiebf 

The packing was admirably done, a fungus had not been formed on 
the dead ova, showing that they bad died recently, A few of those 
living were injured by contact with decaying ova. 

Tbe fish were batched In water at a temperature of to 67°, and 
a few of the good ova perished In the hatching. 

Tbe Californian qva are much larger than those of your English sal- 
mon. the former being about ona-lhird of an Inch In diameter Instead 
of a fourth, which Is about the diameter of the least of the latter. Tbe 
small ova were only two-ninths of an Inch, or nine to two Inches; I 
mean those which old not hatch. Tbe young Californian salmon are 
also much larger and stronger, and their growth Is wonderful, some of 
them being already four Inches long. 1 feel quite certain, from wstch- 
Uig a few 1 have retained In captivity, that they will thrive admirably 
in our rivers. 

Only for your happy thought of trying tbe experiment of packing the 
ova in Ice, our continent would still have been without tbe prospect of 
obtaining this valuable fish, and your perseverance in this patriotic 
effort, which has reenlted so auccessfally, is deserving of every praise 
and bas not yet been acknowledged in the manner In which it deserves 
to be. 

On behalf of Australia, if I may be permitted to speak In her name. I 
beg to offer my warmest and moat grateful thanks for tbe eierilone 
which yon have so cheerfully bestowed, as well as for former valuable 
services of the same kino. 

1 hope you will not consider any criticism of the ova or packing as 
Implying blame, but as merely stating facts. My opinion Is that the 
ova should be batched for fifteen or twenty days before shipment when 
all Inferior ova could be rejected, and they would then hatch out, on 
arrival. In a few days. If an arrangement were made to procure a few 
thonsand from Stormontfield In this stage, I feel certain that much 
better reanlta would be obulned. as ova newly taken very easily lose 
their vitality. Tbe Csllfomlan ova are. I believe, treated In this way 
and they arrive in beautifnl condition, and on the point of batching 
with little lose, although they were packed very closely, 50,000 being 
In a apace two feet square and a foot deep. In eight layers, with moss 
between them. Tbe box was about four feet by three feet by two 
feet, and It bad about foor Inches of sawdnst all round, with Ice over 
the Mgs, and was simply placed in the Ice house, and the ice replen¬ 
ished when required. 1 Intend to tty retaining a few of tbe Califor¬ 
nian salmon In a fresh water pond, with the hope of obtaining from 
them some ova before they go to sea. 

This has been done lu France with theSofmo talar by M. Coste and 
the experiment Is, at any rate, worth a trial. 

I fear 1 have tired yon out with my long letter, but must plead my 
great Interest In the subject as my excuse. Samuel Wilson

Salmon CaniilnE in Alagka. 

A correspondent of the New York Sun writes from Sitka, 
Alaska, May 15: 

The arrival of the monthly mall steamer from Portland marks 
a white-letter day for the people of Sitka, and as the California 
made fast to the dilapidated and decaying government wharf yes¬ 
terday morning, It was obvious that nine-tenths of the population 
of the pretty little town and Its squalid Indlsn suburb had been 
turned out to welcome us. The Indians outnumbered the whites 
ten to one, and with very few exceptions they were not pleasunt 
people to look at, even from the safe refuge of a steamer's deck. 

Tbe steamer brought op sixteen Chinese employees of Messrs. 
Cutting & Co., of San Francisco, who are about establishing a 
fish cannery at Sitka. The assembled Indians, who bad probably 
heard of the project, and were prepared to resist the entrance of 
tbe dreaded Chinaman Into Alaska, promptly declared that the 
Mongolians should not land. They were more emphatic than the 
loud-talking Mr. Kearney, and unlike him were thoroughly In 
earnest, and would doubtless have killed and scalped the China¬ 
men then and there had they attempted to land without the pre¬ 
liminary parley and agreement that was held by Sitka Jack on 
behalf of his tribe, and Mr. Hunter, who had charge of the Chi¬ 
namen. Mr. Hunter delivered bis ultimatum by telling Jack that 
he would return to Portland with his stock of bricks, lumber and 
other materials, of which he bad brought op a large supply. In¬ 
cluding everything necessary to build and start an extensive fish 
packing factory, and abandon the proposed enterprise, unless his 
Chinamen were permitted to land and were assured of good treat¬ 
ment and protection. He assured them on his part of bis Inten¬ 
tion to employ Indians to supply the cgnnery with fish, and in 
such other out-d(X>r work as they could perform. The Chinamen 
were expert at can-making and packing the fish, and would be 
employed exclusively on inside work, aided by a few Indians, 
who would be instructed In tbe higher branches of fish canning. 
Sitka Jack, who Is a shrewd politician, and has much Influence 
with hiB people, explained all this In a lengthy and earnest ad¬ 
dress. The SIwashes nodded and grqinteil approval, and the 
threatened emente was over. Our Chinamen, who bad been 
passive and apparently unconcerned spectators of the proceed- 
Ings, landed with their traps, and were escorted up the main 
street of the town to their quarters In a rickety old log 
bouse by a motley crowd of men, women and children, who 
looked at them with evldei^wonder and admiration, all of which 
John bore with bis characteristic Imperturbability and patience, 
and before evening tbe party were tbe most popular men In Sitka. 

Hunter wisely employed Indiana to handle and store his 
building materials, etc., although he bad men enough of hla own 
to do the work, and paid liberty In coin, a welcome novelty to 
Poot SIwashes, who probably bad not touched so much money 
In the preceding twelve months. The Mtkbllabment of this can¬ 
nery promloes to open a new era for Sitka and other points on 
the coast of Alaska. The waters swarm with salmon, halibut 
and codfish of excellent quality, which are now likely to bo util¬ 


ized extensively, bringing hither population, trade and money, 
and giving employment to the Indians, who are ready and will¬ 
ing workers. 

They were greatly elated with the prospect of employment and 
profit which the advent of the fish canning business promises, 
and well they may be, for they are deplorably needy. The scar¬ 
city of furs, and their trifling value as compared with that ot 
former years, bas reduced tbe tribe to the brink of starvation, and 
work and wages are now a pressing need. 

The fish canneries will do much for tbe relief ot the people, 
and the mines which look very promlilng, will bring In enterprise 
and capital, and give additional employment to labor. 


The Perfect Boil. 

Mancukstbr, Vt. 

Editor C'bioaoo Field: —I notice in your valuable paper of 
June 2‘i, an article signed "Standing Guides," which appeares 
as a sort of a comment on my article on rods. Please allow me 
through your columns to thank “Standing Guides" tor his polite 
endorsement of my bumble ideas. When I wrote the article on 
rods it never occurred to me lo say anything about guides or 
rings. I had in my mind more particularly "a Hy rod," and 
did not think any thing about rlugs or guides, but If I had, should 
have moat certainly said rings for a lly rod, for the following 
reasons. Because In over twenty years rod making I never have 
had but one gentleman order guides on a fly rod, and after that 
rod was flnlsbed, although he found no sort of fault with the 
workmanship, yet when ho came to see the guides on he did not 
like them. 

Because, I believe every fly rod should be used with the reel back 
of the hand, and of course on the under aide of the rod so that 
the line may be controlled by a part of the Ungers, stopped en¬ 
tirely, or let out at will. 

Because, I think If standing guides were used on a fly rod 
with reel back of tbe band tbe line would be much more apt to 
get “foul" at the “least kink" with a s IS standing guide, than 
with a yielding ring. Because with a fly rod with reel back of 
the hand, the standing guides having to be made cone-shape, that 
portion of the guide Is, of course, quite narrow, and being very 
stlS Is exposed to mneb wear from the line and thus would be 
liable to soon be worn to an edge in one spot and be apt to cut 
a line the whole length, thereby soon spoiling It Now the ring 
is constantly changing position so that the wear Is distributed, 
and the fact that it yields a little all the time prevents much of 
the wear. Because rings are much lighter than standing guides. 
Because rings are not nearly as liable to be flattened or broken as 
guides, os they yield to a blow or pressure. 

Now, If any one uses a fly rod with reel fonoard or above the 
hand, I have nothing to say In objection to standing guides for 
Mm no doubt, but that in that case guides would be better than 
rings, but I cannot believe any one who Is a skillful fly flsber- 
roan at this day uses his fly rod with reel forward of the hand, 
and so will not try to show why he should not do so. And last, 
but not least, the reason I do not put standing guides on my fly 
rods] Is, no one would buy them of me If I did. If “Standing 
Guides" ever comes this way I trust he will give me a call, and I 
shall be glad to eland with him in a trout stream, and I promise 
him I will do my best to i/uide him down the stream as safely as 
I can, and in the meantime let me again assure him that I ap¬ 
preciate bis polite commendations, but cannot quite agree with 
him on standing guides. C. F. Orvis. 


Wanton Destruction of Fooil Fishes. 

The prevalence of dead fish on the shores of hays and lakes Is ac¬ 
counted for by tbe President of the NIsgara Falls Shooting Club as fol¬ 
lows: -‘The cause la tbe explosion of dynamite. Fishermen deposit 
crabs and other halt to attract particular species of fish, aud when sup¬ 
posed lo be collected they drop a cartridge, charged with dynamite to 
which Is attached a fuse, and tbe explosion of wbicb will kill every 
fish within a radius of sixty to eighty feet, and shock those at a greater 
distance, which, though they do not immediately rise lo the surface 
In their gasping, weekend condition, take Into theirgllls the sand set 
free by tbe explosion, which ultimately produces death. By this 
means tboosstids of fish not large enongb for profitable sale or use are 
destroyed, and If the practice be continued It will nentralize all efforts 
of our fish commission to stock our lakes and rivers. The quantity of 
black bass and other choice fish of Lake Brie and Niagara river dally 
exposed for sale In tbe fish markets has been and is suspicions, and led 
me to make dllligent inquiry as to their mode of wholesale capture and 
destruction.”- - UHca Herald. 

The use of all explosives for purposes of Ashing cannot be too 
severely condemned. Not only are Immature flsh destroyed, but 
their food, and tbe vegetation, which shelters and supports It, 
also shares their destruction. We hope that the Niagara Falls 
Club will put a stop to this practice and bring tbe offenders to 
face that justice that their Infamous crime deserves. 

The following extract from the Rochester Union shows that 
this crime Is notconflned to one locality. The UnUm says: 

“AUbougbQama Constable Swartz succeeded In clearing all the nets 
out of Irondequolt Bay. he has continued to observe that fish were 
brought from that locality and sold in larger quantities than could be 
taken in a legitimate manner. At an early hour this morning, accom¬ 
panied by three men, he set out for the Sea Breeze, arriving there 
abont three o'clock. Nobody was seen fishing, but all along the shore 
of the sand bar, about aoo yards east of the Sea Breeze House were 
found quantities of dead fish of all kinds. In some places piled three or 
four deep, sod covering a considerable snace of ground. These fish 
consisted chiefly of base, perch, bullheads and eunfish. and were all 
small. On cutting open and examining a number of Ibem, their blad¬ 
ders were found bunted, os Is always the case when fish are killed by 
means or nitro-glycerine cartridges exploded In tbe water. Tbe con¬ 
clusion is therefore Irreslstahle that the fish were killed In this way. 
When they come to the surface they are all scooped op and taken 
ashore, where the big ones are sorted ont and the little ones left on tbe 
sand. Thu deadly explosive kills every living thing, old and young 
within reach of It." 


Tuoct TUAT ARK Bkaooed Of.—T he Hartford Timet says: 
“Mr. George Washburn, of the Connecticut Insurance Oflice, has 
Just returned from a two weeks’ camping out on Moosllamagun- 
ttc Lake, one of tbe Kangeley Lake chain. In Maine. The trout- 
log Is at its best early In June. He caught 300 one day and their 
weight was over 200 pounds. There were In one lot fifteen trout 
that weighed over four pounds each. He saw one that weighed 
eight pounds on tbe scales, and saw another and much bigger 
one, brought to tbe surface by a bungling fisherman, that was 
lost Just as Mr. Washburn was about to get him In a landing 
net. One man hauled In one after another four trout that 
weighed thirty pounds. These are all actually tested weights. 
Some of hie flsh Mr. Washburn sent to his friends here at home. 
He paid $1.50 a day for board and lodging In camp, and guides 
extra. And now comes Mr. Dwight H. Buell, of this city, with 
about the biggest, fattest, handsomest trout ever exhibited in 
town. It was on exhibition this morning at Bunnell’s (late 
Stevens’) market, and attracted admiring crowds. A card gave 
Its exact weight when caught—four and a quarter pounds. It 
was caught by Mr. Buell In ‘Sunday Pond’ (where Sunday fishing 
only Is permitted), at tbe head of Mogalloway river, very near tbe 
boundary line of Maine, New Hampshire and Canada, and per¬ 
haps about twenty-five miles east of Connecticut Lake, In Canada, 
the source ot tbe Connecticut The Mogalloway Is one of the 
many tributaries of the connected bodies of water In Maine, 
known as the 'Rangely Lakes,’ and dear to the hearts of all lov¬ 
ers of trout Ashing. This fat trout, big as a shad, was taken 
with a fly on an eight-ounce rod.’’ 


A Deliortfiil Resort for Bass Fisrino— Editor Chleag * 
Field ;—I deem It In some measure a duty, as au humble “brother 
of the angle” to bring to the notice of fellow sportsmen and 
an lers the name and location of a ncwly-dlecovered lake In 
Northern Wisconsin, which furnishes the most superb black bass 
fishing. In all probability, to be bad In the Badger State. 

In tbe Autumn of last year a little “gem of purest water’’—in 
other words, a beautiful little lake—was discovered near Silver 
Creek, on tbe line of the Wisconsin Central Railroad, and tbe 
(ew sportsmen who visited it declared the base flshing really su¬ 
perb. However, the season being far advanced comparatively 
little fishing was done, and It was not until the present season that 
the lake was given a “local habitation and a name”—figuratively 
speaking, as a flshing resort. It is christened Lake Harriet, lu 
honor of Miss Talbot, of Milwaukee, one of a party of three 
ladles, with attendants, of course—who claim the distinction of 
being the “first pale faces” of their sex to visit the delightful 
spot, and who (Miss Talbot—not “tbe parly," “the ladles" or 
“attendants,’’aforementioned as aforesaid) caught twenty bass 
in a half day’s fishing during last June. Lake Harriet Is about 
two miles distant from the line of the railway, a gixid trail lead¬ 
ing to It through a wood abounding with most picturesque and 
romantic scenery. In close proximity to tbe lake Is a beautiful 
cascade, or rather fall, of nearly one hundred feet, the canon of 
the stream below being cut through solid rock. The scene, 
viewed from any point, Is grand and majestic. Not least among 
the attractions of this locality is the close proximity of Trout 
Brook and Sliver Creek, both magnificent trout streams, the 
former scarce one-balf mile, tbe latter two miles from tbe lake. 
Thus the angler can, with slight trouble, cast his line for trout 
after having enjoyed bass fishing such as seldom falls to the lot 
of mau. To a lover of natural scenery the forest. In its primi¬ 
tive grandeur, the brawling streams, wild glens, lone canons, and 
foaming falls, embowered with tbe foliage of Summer or sere 
leaves of Autumn, this spot will prove truly enchanting, while 
the devout lover of rod and line, who delights In “fysshlnge 
wythe au angle," Its charms are manifold. The base do not at¬ 
tain to the size which characterizes a few of the more noted re¬ 
sorts ; but for game qualities, beauty, and delicacy of flesh, the 
black bass of Harriet Lake are probably unsurpassed. Whether 
or no they will rise to the fly is a problem which is, as I think, 
yet unsolved; but as tbe bass are remarkably gamey, there is lit¬ 
tle doubt that an expert fly-fisher could lure them to hie basket*. 
At present minnows are generally used, and with such bait tbe 
sport la delightful. Fortune favoring, tbe writer Intends to put In 
bis Autumn vacation “there or thereabouts,” In quest not only 
of bass and trout, but of the larger denizens of tbe wood—tbe 
deer and bear—and he may then, perchance, speak from experi¬ 
ence as to the flshing and shooting of this region. Until then, 
or at least until the mood for another “screed” seizes the writer, 
accept the proffered hand of fellowship and believe me, as ever.

Clams AND Mussels as Bird Traps.— Several instances have 
been recorded lately of the feet of birds being found fast in the 
shells of either the salt, or fresh water clam. 

The birds have usually been ducks of different species, and a 
duck’s foot with a mussel attached was recently sent to Mr. Dar¬ 
win, who suggests this as a possible mode of what be calls the 
“accidental distribution of species,’’ although he had not seen it. 

His experiments In a similar line are thus recorded: “I sus¬ 
pended the feet of a duck In an aquarium, where many ova of 
fresh water shells were batching, and I found that numbers of 
the extremely minute and just-hatched shells crawled on the feet 
and clung to them so firmly that when taken out of the water 
they could not be Jarred off, though at a somewhat more advanced 
age they would voluntarily drop off. These Just-batched molluscs, 
though aquatic In their nature, survived on the duck’s feet, in 
dsn.p sir, from twelve to twenty hours; and in this length of 
time a duck or heron might fly at least six or seven hundred 
miles, and If blown across the sea loan oceanic island, or to any 
other distant point, would be sure to alight on spool or rivulet.’ 

The N. H. Mirror and Farmer tells us that: 

*'Ae Mr. Asa 8. Greene,of Surrey, Me., wss at work in hie field near 
tbe seashore one day last week, be heard an nnoeusl commotion among 
the crows on tbe flats, and. on going to tbe place, found one of the 
birds with bis foot fast In tbe mud. A closer Investigation showed 
that the bird was firmly held by a large clam. Tbe crow finally escaped 
by biting off Its own toe." 

We have very little doubt that the eggs of some fishes are 
transported by this means, as has often been suggested by others, 
especially those eggs which are glutinous, or in stringy masses 
like the yellow perch’s. 

The presence of this latter flsh in every available pond in the 
northern and eastern part of America would point to some such 
means of general distribution, particularly In isolated bodies of 
water. 

That the fresh water mussel s, uniot, are apt to close upon any 
object that may be Inserted between their shells is well known, 
but while on the Pamunkey river, Va., for the United States Fish 
Commission, we learned a fact that has not, to our knowledge, 
been published, which is, that they cannot raise domestic ducks 
along those shores which abound In uniot, on account of the 
young getting trapped and drowned by the rising tide. 

PisBBS IN Tight Places.— 


A live flsh embedded lu a human skull was lakeu from tbe bay near 
the Indian dock yesterday moruing. The finny tenant must have had 
a liking for Its strange quarters, as It was too large to make lUi escape. 
The fishermen bad a dispute over tbelr treasure, one of them clalm^g 
that never before bad such an occurrence been beard of. This was 
denied, but the production of a newspaper conulnlng the following 
settled tbedlfflcnlty: "In 1857 two eons of Mr. John H. Witt, of Greeos- 
burg. Fa., wore In the habit of seitlng'night lines'In the Allegheny 
river. In order to become possessed of the finny tribe. One morning a 
very myaterlons thing was observed from tbe shore, being attached to 
one of the lines out some distance. On drawing In tbe nne a flsb was 
fast on the hook, with his hood protrnding from the orifice of s bnmao 
skull, Its body being in the sknil and too largo to allow its escape 
therefrom.’’—..van Franeitco, Cal., Exehangt. 

It is not un¬ 
common for fisb when small to get Into some retreat and grow too 
large to get out. A similar thing occurred In Scotland, the 
Evening Tdtgraph, Dundee, has the following: This morning the 
wet dock at Arbroath was run dry for the purpose of ascertaining 
the state of the bottom. Among tbe mud was found a flsh, 
tightly Jammed In a bottle, and quite lively. The bottle was of 
clear gloss, about eight Inches long, with a wide neck, and tbe 
flsh must have got in when quite small. Several jiersons tried 
but failed to extricate It. The flsh, which Is known by the local 
name of “poach,’’ was taken possession of by one of the men who 
discovered It.

The farmers at once 
began to rejoice at what they regarded as an almost providential » 
riddance of the pests; but soon their gladness was turned into ^ 
fresh trouble, for It was found that the fish, unable to digest the

IN ENGLAND IN 1803 AND 1804 . 


Following Veteran's account of the English setter of 1803 and 

1804,1 shall give entire bis remarks on the Spanish pointer, ex¬ 
tracts from which 1 used In calling the attention of the reader to 
bis arguments that the first mentioned animal was made by a 
croas of the latter and the land spaniel. 

We will notice his descriptions of the Spanish pointer corre¬ 
spond In a groat measure with the heavy, coarae and lumber- 
s^e, and often cleftnoscd animal frequently used by us within 
our recollection, but which Is last disappearing, the p ace being 
taken by his descendant^the Improved and more speedy English 

'"‘‘The dog originally passing under the denomination of Spanish 
pointer, formerly so trequeotly seen and ao well remembered by 
the elder branches of the present generation, Is so completely 
changed by the various speculative and experimental crosMS 
with the breed of our own country, that one of the race, to Its 
pure and uncontominated sUte, la very rarely to found. Every 
trait upon record respecting their appearance to England 1^ that 
they wOTe to very early ages Introduced from Spain, and that they 
were the natlvea of that country from whence their name was 

^*The Spanish pointer to shape, make, strength, seeming stupid¬ 
ity and bodily Urdlness, Is a perfect specimen of the most con- 
sliteut uniformity, well adapted lo all ‘Ao'e ,'ju^lflcatlons to tte 
haughty, somniferous, majestic parade and 

Spaniard, but very Inadequate to the life, aplrit, agility End Impa¬ 
tient en. rgy of the English sportsman. 

This raw of dog, to hla natural and unimproved aUte, Is a 
mass of toactlvlty, as Is evidently peroepUble by his shape and 
make, to every point of which Is dlspUyed the very reverse of 


“The pointer of this description Is short to the head, broad In 
the forehead, wide In the noee, expansive to the nostrils, simply 
solicitous In aspect, heavy In the shoulders, short to the legs, al¬ 
most circular to the form of the carcass, square upon the hack, 
strong across the lotos and remarkably eo to the hind-quarlers. 

Although this breed, like the English pointer (by the many 
collateral aids so much Improved) are produced of varlo s col¬ 
ors, yet the bold, brown liver color and white are the most pre¬ 
dominant, These dogs, slow as they arc, and acenatomed to tire 
with quick work before the Intended sport of the day Is half 
over (with those who are to the prime of life, and adequate to the 
customary fatigue) are yet truly applicable to the purpofcs of 
those who, advanced to years or laboring under Infirmities, 
feel themselves unable to get across a country to the way they 
cared to their earlier years. 

To valetudinarians and to veteran sportsmen, who wish lo re- 
Unqulsb pleasure only with the loss of life, and who still con¬ 
tinue to guu as an excitement, to the enjoyment of air and exer¬ 
cise for the preservation of health to the vale of their existence, 
the Bpanlsh pointer seems In every respect the best calculated as 
a field companion. Possessing by nature the greatest. IrrlUbllity 
to olfactory senaatlon, and the most wonderful precaution In sp 
proachlng his game, to addition to his Implicit obedience to the 
word of command, and his Incredible patience at a point, render 
him, to those already described, truly preferable to any of the 
lighter breed that can be brought Into the field. ” Can we alteayi, 
speak thus, as "Veteran” does, regarding great sUunchness to 
some of the present unquestionably pure bred pointers? It 
strikes me too often firmness Is sacrificed for speed, and the mat¬ 
ter Is ot^erdone by the substitution of beauty for usefulness. 

“Young and speedy dogs, who puzzle much before they point, 
and then Impatiently rush In upon the birds, and probably pur¬ 
sue them upon the wing, are but 111 calculated for the sport of 
tovalids or Infirm sportsmen. On the contrary, the Spanish breed 
possess such an liislluctlve propensity to pointing, that they 
never advance a single Inch till the game rises or runs, and their 
Datlence Is eo great, even to that position, that many tosUnccs 
have been known, and considerable wagers decided, where own 
ers have gone home (though at considerable distances) for a gun, 
and found the dog still immovable at his point.” 

Is It nut natural to suppuee where euch wonderful propensity 
to point was noticed to a particular breed of dogs that the old 
‘ English sportsman, being desirous of having the quality trans¬ 
mitted to the spaniel, crossed with the latter dog, thus producing 
the primitive or unimproved setter, or spaniel, as It was lor a long 
time called I This “Veteran” sUtes to be the origin of the set- 
' ter and he Is upheld bv a number of old writers. I confess since 
‘ I have had access to those old works, to spite of all 1 have hef rc 

* read and with the knowledge that I shall bring out numerous 
contrary arguments from abler pens than mine, I strongly Incline 

* to “Veteran’s*' opinion. .

rated by repealed shoW and are afterwards found singly, the

Uogs HDd Their Diseases.

species. Such Is the act of the new-born Infant when It parta 
of the nourishment that nature has provided for It. 

Metaphysics defines reason ss s faculty or power of the 
whereby It distinguishes good from evil. 

Independent of the latter definition, the majority of to 
assert tost the sctlous of the Inferior anl ale are general y 
reeled by Instinct, man alone „„ i„dl 

Reason works by education, and la wholly AeP«“Aen o 
vldual experience for the wisdom of lU actions. InsUnct, n 
aver, to Ite sphere, Is far more perfect than resaon. msklngn 
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nlttakes, because determined by structure, and not by Imperfect 
kiairledge; It Is also automatic. But reason works by experience 
te altalu desired results, learning by failures; and though It be- 
iongs to the Individual, It Is therefore variable—that Is, dllfercnt 
III! Individuals—and Improvable in the life of each through educa 
lion and knowledge. 

When we came to pursue the study of natural history we find 
It liiipossito to locate the boundary line between Instloct and 
reason, and ibe questlou ofte i arises: “Are not the two identl- 
cill" Cerlaloly Instinct forma a link, and presents a point of 
caistnct between zoology and that branch of philosophy which 
llias relation to the mind. Wo find presented by many writers 
anterestln descriptions of dISereat Instincts, Illustrated by well 
,authenticated facts. They have given us many important and 
Interesting characteristics of Instinct, yet we are unable to point 
.out a single treatise on the subject. It Is far more easy to point 
.cut a demand tha . to supply It; and therefore our hope In pre¬ 
senting some thoughts on the subject as relating to reason, is to 
ifurnlsh food for thought, without presuming to answer the ques- 
itions propounded. Our aim Is to Inculcate the more rational 
mode of treating and handling “man’s best and noblest friend,” 
the dog. 

Natural instinct seems to be lost largely under the Influence of 
dninestlcstlon, but reason supervenes. The attempt of theolo¬ 
gians and would-be scientists of the Joseph Conk stripe, deny rea¬ 
son to the lower animals, which, they say, Is man's attribute 
alone, though a divine power has provided Inferior natures with 
a substitute known as instinct The fallacy of such idiotic as- 
surtious is at once apparent to any one who has owned, reared, 
or trained doge and horses. Indeed, were not man his own clas- 
siler, he would never have been given a special order In zoology. 
Animals are constantly seen to pause, deliberate and resolve. 8o 
many things done by animals. If performed by man, would be re¬ 
garded as resulting from the exercise of reason. Now, if such 
acts arise from the same impulse as the rational acts of man, 
what right have we to believe other than that the cause is the 
same In botbl Take for Instance such acta as animals learn to 
do, either by their unaided experience, or as taught by man. 
Docility is evidently characteristic of reason; then to talk of the 
dog who learns to obey his master’s beck and call, to range the 
ground for him In search of game, and to carefully retrieve the 
same when killed or wounded; to talk of his doing this by instinct 
would be as absurd as t. assert that a child learns to read by this 
faculty. 

It Is a significant fact that the more the habits of any animal 
arc studied by the naturalist, the more he attributes to reason, 
and the less to unlearned Instincts. The dogs of the Arctic re¬ 
gions are undoubtedly possessed of less Intelligence than most of 
the race; yet Dr. Hayes, In his work on the “Open Polar Sea,” 
repeatedly remarks that his dogs, instead of continuing to draw 
the sledges In a compact body, diverged and separated when they 
came to thin Ice, so that their weight might be more evenly dis¬ 
tributed. This was often the first warning and notice which the 
travelers received that t e Ice was becoming thin and dangerous. 

Who has not observed that his dogs are capable of learning 
much that is not taught by manf No one doubts that dogs will 
admit of individual Improvement or education, and the observer 
will find that this improvement la not due to human association, 
for there is abundant proof that they Improve in a state of na¬ 
ture. The fact that dogs dream, and under circumstances of pe¬ 
culiar hardship and misfortune become crazy, seems to Indicate 
a close similarity between their minds and ours: and no one 
who has seen a idiotic or half-witted dog can doubt that an ordi¬ 
nary dog has a mind to lose. It Is well known to physiologists 
that the dog possesses a highly excitable nervous system, and ex¬ 
ceedingly liable to contract nervous diseases. Prof. Bollinger de¬ 
clares that pure psychosis such as mania and melancholia, unac¬ 
companied by any material post mortem changes that can be de¬ 
tected, la exceedingly prevalent among canines. Does not this 
show a high order of Intellect) 

In the “Moor and the Loch,’’ Mr. Colquln tells us how he 
winged two wild ducks which tell on t le opposite sides of the 
stream; his retriever tried to bring both at oace,but could not suc¬ 
ceed, she then, though never before known to rutile a feather, 
deliberately killed one, brought over the other and returned for 
the dead bird. Col. Hutchinson relates that two partridges were 
shot at once, one being killed, the other wouuded, the latter ran 
away and was caugbt by the retriever, who on her return came 
across the dead bird; “she etopped,evidently greatly puzzled, and 
after one or two trials, finding she could not take it up without 
pennltting the escape of the winged bird, she considered a mo¬ 
rn .-nt, thou dellberaialy murdered It by giving It a severe crunch, 
and afterward brought away both together. This was the only 
known Instance of her ever having wilfully Injured any game." 
Here are two clear oases of acta performed by dogs, that can be 
relegated to no other faculty than reason. Every one must ad¬ 
mit that the actions were rational, though not quite perfect in 
the latter Instance, for the retriever might have brought the 
wounded bird first and returned for the other, as in the case of 
the wild ducks; but the dog rationally killed one bird because she 
knew It would escape If left behind. 

To call such acts as this lostinct,or tospeak of a dog having In- 
atioct to pull a bell when desirous of entering a door, or who 
having failed to reach a boat In the river on account of the swift¬ 
ness of the'eurrent, landed and making allowance for the stream 
entered higher up, and thus succeeded In reaching the desired 
goal, would be to use words at random. 

On the other hand, hunger and thirst are as Instinctive in man 
as In brutes. An Invalid, indeed, when partaking of food without 
appetite does not act upon Instinct, he acts upon reason which 
tells him that except nourishment Is taken his strength will not 
support the disease under which he labors; both the man who 
cals when he Is hungry, drinks when he Is athirst, acts as truly 
from Instinct as the new born puppy wbo seeks the breast of the 
dam to be nourished. 

The difference between inau and brute In respect to intelli¬ 
gence appears plainly to be not a difference In mere degree, but 
in kind. An Intelligent dug Is not to be compared to a stupid 
man. In all the most remarkable Instances In which animals dis¬ 
play reason, the Intellectual seems to consist In the adaptation 
of means to an end. The dog who swam from a higher point on 
the river to reach the boat; the retriever that killed one wild 
duck that both might not escape him; these and many other in¬ 
stances of sagacity appear to consist In the adaptation of means 
to an end. 

The great difference between man and the higher brutes ap¬ 
pears to consist In the power of using signs—arbitrary signs— 
attd employing language as an Instrument of thought. Wo are 
accustomed to speak of language as useful to man, to communi¬ 
cate his thoughts; but this Is only ons of the uses of language. 
That use of language which Is the most characteristic of mao. Is 
as an Instrument of thought. Many animals, fowls for Instance, 
have special cries for special causes, which are undoubtedly pro¬ 
duced and understood among themselves Instinctively, but the 
process by which mao learns to recognize them and to under¬ 
stand their meaning Is purely intellectual. The farmer’s dog 
learns to distinguish and understand them as well as the farmer 
himself, and knows when he may be unconcerned, and when be 
Is to go to their defense; and there is not the slightest reason to 
doubt that he acquires his knowledge as man does—by a process 


of observation, memory and thought. Every one knows also that 
the dog understauila the general drift of expressions used, and 
can be educated so as to fully comprehend his master's conver¬ 
sation. We are constantly surprised at the depth of their per¬ 
ception and their appreciative faculties. 

Dr. E. D. Rogea, IJnlled States Army, Is the owner of a brace 
of setters which possess a depth of understanding and degree of 
Intelligence rarely witnessed. Almost any command given In 
an ordinary lone of voice seems to be comprehended, even when 
the face of the speaker Is turned from them or when he is In an¬ 
other apartment When reading or writing, the Doctor will say 
In alow tone of voice and without looking up, “One of you doge 
shut that door!” when both rush to perform his bidding; but If 
he speclfles either by name, the other will not move. “Flora 
bring my glove” or “gloves,” the animal distinguishing between 
the singular and the plural; “Jack, find my gauntlets;” “bring 
me the shears;” “or carry in that stool;” “take tliA note to 

-,” (giving the name of any officer at the fort;) “Jack bring 

Flora here;” these are some of the commands given and obeyed 
by these dogs. Calling up either he Introduces by saying “Jack,” 
or “Flora,” as the case may be, “this is Mr.-;” after care¬ 

fully repeating a second time the doge ever after recognize the 
persoo by name. If cither are told they are to work for another 
during the day, he or she takes position at the heels of the per¬ 
son Indicated and works properly and conscientiously until dis¬ 
missed. 

In fact almost every animal which Is capable of being domes¬ 
ticated, can. In some degree, use language as an indication of 
what passes within. But no animal appears to be capable of 
another very Important use of language, which does characterize 
man—namely, the employment of general terms formed by ab¬ 
straction, as Instruments of thought, by which alone a train of 
reasoning may be carried on. 

And accordingly, a deaf mute, until he has been t .ught a lan¬ 
guage—either by signs or by letter—cannot carry on a train of 
reasoning any more than a brute. He differs Indeed from the 
animal In the capability of employing language; but he cannot 
make use of that capability till he is In possession of some system 
of arbitrary signs. It will be found by any one who will ques¬ 
tion a deaf mute, who has been taught language after growing 
up. that no such thing as a train of reasoning hud ever passed 
through his mind, before he recoivjd such teaching. It was ob¬ 
served of Laura Bridgeman, the' wonderful deaf and blind mute, 
that when she was alone, her Augers were constaiitlj-moving, 
though tbe signs were so slight and Imperfaut tbat others could 
not make out what she la thlnklhg of. It seemed that having 
once learned the use of signs, slie felt the necessity of them as 
Ins'ruments of thought, when thiiildng, of wiytblng beyond men- 
Individual objects of sense. 

It sppears, then, that there are ixrtahi iKlndsofiintolkctual 
power, known as reason, common to acerlaiti exieiil, to, boOi naui 
and animals. 

There are many cases In which It cannoc da ascertained 
towards what the immediate impulses ilf anlmids tend- Hut 
there Is a result In view iicvertbelese. Wo, find voilve8,|iitigs, 
and other carnivorous animals bringing home meat, and leaving 
It; It is for their young. If a bitch or wolf have whelps, and 
cannot bring food to them otherwise than by first swallowing it, 
she does this, and afterwards disgorges it; for the canines have 
the power of evacuating their stomachs at pleasure. 

In the results of Instinct In brutes, we find that although ani¬ 
mals themselves are. In some sort, agents, they could not origi¬ 
nally have designed the effects they produce, and that even after¬ 
wards they have no notion of tbe combination by which these 
are brought about. This shows that Instinct is a product of evo¬ 
lution ; that It is tbe accumulated and inherited knowledge of 
ages. 

One more point demands notice, that relating to the Implant¬ 
ing and modification of instinct In animals, and to what extent 
It Is the consequence of the education received by many gen¬ 
erations of their predecessors. The most widely diffused "of all 
Implanted and modified Instincts, Is that of mildness or tame¬ 
ness. Whether the original Instinct of dogs was to he afraid of 
man, or familiar with him, we cannot undertake to say; but we 
are inclined to the belief that the fear of man is tbe Implanted 
Instinct. All voyagers agree, that when they have landed In a 
country hllberto unvlslted by man, neither bird tor beast exhib¬ 
ited fear. For instance, when the Falkland Islands were first 
visited by man, the large wolf-like dog, t'anfa atilarcticuii fear¬ 
lessly came to meet Byson’s sailors. Even recently a man, by 
bolding a piece of meat in one hand, and a knife in the other, 
could sometimes stick them at night. 

We ask pardon of our readers for this somewhat rambling and 
disconnected chapter. We have endeavored to show that In the 
higher animals, especially the dog, there l.s the same exercise of 
reasoning power as In man. That the degree or kind of power le 
much lees In them is admitted, but the nature is the same. 
Whenever In an animal we see any action performed with the 
evident Intention of accoinpllsbiug a particular object, to which 
It is properly adapted, such an act Is plainly the result of rea- 
Eouiug powers, not essentially different from onr own. The 
recollection of punishment Inflicted for a particular action, and 
the subsequent avoidance or concealment of that action, the 
teachability of many animals, and their capacity for forming new 
habits or improving old ones, are all instances of the same kind 
of Intellectual power, and are quite different from instinct, 
strictly speaking. It le this faculty which expressly predoml- 
uates over all others In the dog, fitting him for tbe Intimate 
companionship with man to which be is admitted, and which 
faculty obtains its highest development in tbe human species.

Agalu we proieat agalnet treating the dog as though he were an en- 
eiiiy of luunklod There are aome miserable, worihleaa cars In the 
race, as there ere creatures answerluglo that deacriptleu lu the human 
race, but We are opposed to anbjectlng either race fo ludlscrliuluaU 
maasacre on tbat account.” 

You will see that my efforts have not been fruitless, and since 
the above was published I have introduced an ordinance and it 
bas passed and le now the law of our city, which prohibits the 
shooting of stray dogs, and requires the city marshal aud police¬ 
men to take them to the pound. And If they are not called for 
In twenty-four hours they are drowned. Our Supreme Court 
bas also decided that property In doge le as sacred as It la In any 
other domestic animal. I feel fully paid for my efforts the pasl. 
year on behalf of the dog. All It requires on the part of sporte- 
men Isa determined effort, aud good results are sure to follow.

I do not mean to say 
that “Ouldo” would be guilty of anything so bad, but If he could 
blow up all the blues, and tbe Inmates of the Strathroy Kennel In 
particular, by “blowing” them down, they would have been anni¬ 
hilated long since. Why Is It that “Guido’’ cannot forego having 
a fling at “Dog Whip?” Is It because his kennel has turned out 
so many hard nuts for him to crack! or does he feel sore yet over 
the pool lie went Into against six blues shown hy Smith at the 
New York ahow against six natives, which resulted disastrously 
to “Guido!” or does It still worry him that his Cainphell’s light¬ 
ning runners were out-footed In a trial of speed hy the palsied 
Leicester—the use of which appellation about Leicester shows 
venom. 

D. B. says Leicester has sired more than twice as many winners 
at field trials than any other dog, to which “Guido” makes no 
reply, which Is his usual style of fighting, making assertions which 
are not correct—instance, discarding of Field Trial setters by the 
St. Louis Kennel Club. The three championships won by Camp¬ 
bell’s dogs, and wbeii challenged by myself and others refers to 
them no more. “Guido” tells us of the offers made and refused 
for his native pet, but what about the ai:tual sales and prices 
paid) Tom sold for f200, and a sad mistake Mr. Adams made 
when he bought him, but he retrieved by selling him to Mr. 
Hughes, of Dallas, Texas, for the same money, and when the 
latter gentleman received the dog he could not believe he was the 
champion of Memphis, hut thought surely Campbell’s Tom had 
been exchanged on tbe route for an ngiy cur. Mr. Hughes to 
satisfy blmself went to the next Memphis field trials to see the 
blues and natives run, and then and there did not purchase any 
more of Campbell’s dogs, but bought blues instead, has them now, 
and is purchasing more. Many sportsmen have been to the Ten¬ 
nessee trials to see for themselves, and for everyone wbo haa 
purchased a native setter dog or puppy (after seeing both kinds 
run) I can name ten (10) who have purchased the blues, and (or 
one sportsman “Guido” can name who has discarded the blues. 
I’ll name twenty (20) who have discarded the natives for tha 
blues; strange Indeed If these gentlemen are all wrong and only 
“Guido” correct. 

When ’’Guido” speaks of bottom, he must have forgotten how 
Pride of the South ran for days on tbe Arkansas prairie when poor 
old Guy, the wonderful nwngrel dropper Guy, which “Guido” has 
repeatedly held up as a paragon of dog-fiesli perfection, had to 
ride In a wagon. Guy never ran in the public field trials, only 
private ones, and In these I am told “Guido” hunts him In leash 
with a negro boy to prevent him flushing single birds. With 
regard to my not accepting “Guido’s” bets, I presume It Is not 
(lu this free country of ours) compulsory fur a man at all times 
to back bis opinion with his greenbacks. If it is betting “Outdo” 
wants D. B. haa given him a first class chance to gratif bis 
gambling appetite and to use ’’Guido's” own expression, “Now la 
the time for him to put up or shut up.” Aa to the Leicester— 
Nelley pup matter, that must be settled—answerstralghtforwardly. 
“Guido,” did you negotiate with Mr. Sanborn In anyway (or tbe 
pups) If you refuse to answer, I would respectfnlly request Mr.

—Richmond, liid.— Editor Chicago 
Field: —Id a recent issue of the Cuk’.adu Fiei.d, I see “Cas¬ 
pian’’ bus seen St to write up, us he thinks, “Guido’s” Rak*— 
Pearl puppy, and through it to throw dirt at her dam. Pearl, and 
her grandsire. Grouse. As the breaker of Pearl and owner of 
Prairie Belle, litter sister to "Guido’s,” I would like to sayei few 
words. In this article he certainly had no regard (or facts, or 
else did not know what be was writing about. I am Inclined to 
believe the latter, lu his article he says: “Pearl chased and 
flushed everything at Hampton.” This 1 pronounce false. Tbat 
she did flush and chase and was ruled out are facts. She also 
scored more for speed than any dog at those trials; her nose 
and style was marked very high, and her pointing and roadlng of 
single bird at Hampton was equalled only by Thorsteln. I men¬ 
tion this to show up how near “Caspian’a” article comes to 
(acts. In looking over account of trials. Pearl made three points, 
one of which 1 failed to claim, and was scored a false one. A 
bitch of her disposition, high-strung, and with tbe ambition she 
has, she did as well as could be expected after following aroAid 
in a wagon six days with tbe crowd. At Hampton I bad some 
three or four dogs which I ran previous to her, and tbat alone 
was enough to set her off her feet, being, as she was, where she 
could see what was going on, and everytime 1 went to run 
another dog she was made tbat much more uneasy and restless. 

I would ask “Caspian” how much better Gladstone did at same 
trials. Aa these puppies have hia sire (or their grandsire, and 
Gladstone la to-day the acknowledged champion English blue 
blood of America, and I think be merits Ills place, did hie 
flushing ami chasing and “no point” at all make him “a bull- 
headed brute !”

1 have broken 
two of his get, Joe and Pearl, aud I never shot over their superi¬ 
ors. Joe, while not as fast as Pearl, is one of the most reliable 
dogs 1 ever saw, and In two months shooting over him 1 never 
saw him flush a bird from his own point or flush from aaothcr 
dog’s point. What “Caspian” terms bull-headetlDCsa Is tome 
what makes the bitch. Pearl, or any other dog, valuable, namely, 
speed and endurance. As regards Rake, the sire of these pup¬ 
pies, Mr. Whitman bas only done what be bas advocated for some 
time, VIA ; the crossing of the native with the blue to produce a 
field dog Second to none. Mr. Whuman gave me tbe choice of 
doge to breed Pearl to, and I chose Rake, knowing blm to be tbe 
elrh bf Some good ones, and It la to be presumed they will at least

o«s point In the two days’ hunt, it would take three figures to to< 
enumerate hla flushes. When we found the two covies of quail ho 
Whip and Maud made a dozen poinU to T-ee’s one. Since then dO| 
I was on a two day’s quail bunt with Whip, and my friends had 
three native setters, half-brothers to “Quldo’s" Countess. Be- pn 
fore the first day was near half gone, the natives were at heel I a 
without command, and all the commands could not Induce them as 
to leave, un 11 after Whip would point, then two of them would en 
Invariably run In and flush. In the two days we killed seventy- fry 
nine quells. 1 was In sight of all the dogs all the time, except wc 
probablv an hour, and saw only one of the natives make a point, kn 
and this one point was made ou a bird which we siw alight and ml 
the dog was only five feet in front of me when he pointed. Each 
day Whip found and pointed nine or ten covles and numerous mi 
single birds, and at the end of the second day he was ranging tb 
fast and wide, while all the natives were too sore to walk. wl 

Again, on the prairies Thursday and Friday, (after Whip had 
more than doubled on imlnts one of the best natives ou Tuesday,) 
he f"und and pointed eleven covies while Countess, Guy, Lee 
and Clara combined found eight and flushed two of them. Near 
Kerrvllle, Tenn., in one day Whip pointed ten covles, and the two 
natives pitted against him pointed one. On single birds the two 
natives made two points, and he made more than two score. 

\ud sUll again, at Levy’s, Whip pointed eight covles, while 
Countess, Cuy, Lee and Pat, (all natives,) pointed only Bve, and 
two of these were found when Whip was hunting in another Held. ^ 
In the above hunts It must have txien oil days for all the natives n 
at the same time. It must have also been an off day when 
Countess gave compictly out before running nine miles, and had j,, 
to be hauled home in the carriage, while Whip ran the whole dis- 
tsnee, twenty-six miles, without fagging. a, 

‘ Guido" names a few blues which he says arc worthless as 
Held dogs, when probably not one of them was tried, as they 
were Imported for stock purposes alone. If I was to att mpt to 
name all the worthless natives I ever heard of, their names alone 
would fill one Issue of the Chicago Field, therefore I will name 
only those which I can remember, which “Guido" has thoroughly 
trlwl sluce 1875. They are Countess, Bluff, Lawson, Clara, Mac j, 
C Van, Dell and Hero, all natives, and Byron a half blue. All ^ 
of these he tried thoroughly aud all except one were trained by ^ 
the best trainers be could procure. Mac C is the native with ^ 
which be Intended to convince the world at Nashville last year 
the superiority of the natives, by beating Gladstone, but while ^ 
Gladstone was winning public laurels, he une tethered in hie own- ^ 
er’e back yard. Countess Is the otUy one of the nine which he , 
owns 10 -day.

Hie stan- | 
dard of a field dog cannot be very high, as As has ton ehoolingfor ^ 
the poet eeuen yeare oner a dropper, tchich i t oftener out of s^ht than | 
in it, and wAicA jiuehee more eingle birds than he points, and runs in ^ 
at every shot. With these eight failures out of nijuf trUls staring 
him In the face, and with Whip’s vletorlee over whole fields of 
natives combined, fresh In his memory. Is it at all surprising that , 
he should demand of Mr. Med Turner, one-half the Utter for pro- , 
curing Whip’s services when I would have aaked for only one. | 
The lemon and white pups of Stafford—Dido arc no nearer , 
brtndle than the Joe Jr.—Countess litter of light buffs are red. 
Lemon won't do, “Guido;" they are near the color of the paper 
oil which the Chicago Field is printed after It Is badly stained 
with dust. “Guido" says, Stonehenge gives all true setter 
colors, 1 would like for him to show me where he names a 
color to fit Countess’ litter. 

The Plunket—Kitty stock were not disposed of by the Mem¬ 
phis blue men because they were “no good,” but because they 
had others which they liked better. 

“Guido" says Duke won third prize in the Memphis Field 
Trials, when there were only three entries. Wrong again, 
“Guido,” there were four entries, all bluea, two of these, Duke 
and Paris, came more than a thousand miles, and Blanche, handled 
by her owner for the first time was entered, though she did not 
retrieve. These blues scared all the natives so badly, not one 
would enter against them. The native Lemonades, Dashes, 
Blanches, etc., etc., were tethered so securely In the backyards 
that their owners left them there, and shot over them only with 
gin slings on bar-room counters. I asked a native mao who 
had been praising his young dog to the skies, why he did not 
enter him In the trials, if he was so near perfect. His reply 
was, “It Is no use running against those blue bloods. I know I 
will be beaten.” “Guido" says he saw Whip kill the kids. I 
say he did not kill them, and offered to bet him |10 on each 
and prove It, which he failed to accept. I am willing to stand 
by the evidence. He says I pleaded guilty In the Cbicaoo Field 
to his killing them, I will bet him another 110 that he cannot 
ahow It to me. “Ouldo," who has been offering numerous 
challenges on Buck Jr., failed to see merit enough In her to 
accept my challenge (Gladstone vs. Buck) unless I would allow 
him to give a one-sided one to It. After be read my challenge, 
he suddenly remembered she had never been trained for field 
trials, although had run In four, did not quarter well, did 
not have a good breaker, and In fact had better let Gladstone 
alone. Ills Buck shot was too smali to contend against such 
bombshells as Gladstone. When he objected to stakeholder I 
offered to place my forfeit with bis in one of our best banks, to 
be drawn only on our joint signatured. Making an evasive reply 
to this, I asked him to accept my challenge, as It was published, 
and I would come to hie office any honr he would name and 
sign the agreement and express our forfeits, tl25 each, to Mr. 
Van Ktrkman, the stakeholder he bad named, hut with all the 
inducements I could offer he would not accept my fair challenge 
unless I would accept his otie-sided dodge. 

He says all he wants is fair play, but bis challenge looks as If 
he wanted It only on hjs side. V7hen he wrote that challenge be 
knea Whip would be kept at home for our private shooting and 
would not be at the NaahvlUe trials. He knew the owner ot Whip 
could not spare time enough from bis business to see aU the rsgu-

Editor Chicago Field;— In your issue of the 13th Inst., my 
friend “Guido" uses the following language: “A Virginia gentle¬ 
man writes me, he owns a litter by Gladstone, and has had many 
superb native fielders and never expects to own lietter, will ho 
perfectly satisfied If he ever owns btus.s a.s gooil, and herein shows 
he is a cultured lover of beauty above his love of effective use 
as he confesses he has no hope of Improvement. Shall be happy 
It he raises as good as he has discarded." Now, Mr. Editor, I 
happen to be that gentleman, and as we all know, a very slight 
change In phraseology sometimes makes a vast difference th® 
meaning. I must In justice to myself and others correct “Guido, 
and that he may suffer no injustice, I will give my language ver¬ 
batim. “I have owned in my time as good natives as I ever ex 
pect to sec from any strain whatever, aud I will be perfectly sat¬ 
isfied If my dogs of the future will bo as good in the field as 
those of the past." 

It Is not remarkable that I should have owned tu>o or (Aree very 
fine dogs with a hunting experience of over thirty years, and I 
had those In my mind’s eye when I wrote to “Guido.” I do not 
find the words “many superb native fielders," nor the words if 
he ever owns bhua as good.” “Guido’s” zeal prompted him to 
construe my language as I did not Intend it should be. 

My experience with the 80 <alled blues Is rather limited, 1 must 
confess. I have owned but two (with the exception of the litter 
referred to, no brlmlU ones in this litter, friend “Guido,’ and 
n 07 U for saU), Frost and Rebel, (Rebel since dead). Were Reb 
alive I would not exchange Frost and Reb (or any brace of na¬ 
tives I ever saw, and as Reb Is dead I would not exchange * 
for any native dog or bitch I ever saw. I shot over frbst 
last Fall and expect to do so again, aud over her pups by Glad¬ 
stone, when they are old enough. If the pupa take after either 
parent I think I shall be perfectly satisfied. 

Now, Mr. Editor, can any eane man think I would so stultify 
myself aa to send Frost to Canada to be bred—an expensive and 
risky trip—when I had plenty of natives close by to breed her 
to* If 1 thought natives the best I I tblnk not. I thought then, 
and think now Gladstone the grandest dog on the American con¬ 
tinent, and, should nothing happen to prevent, expect to breed to 
him again wh ether he wins in the Nashville field trials or not. I 
hope I have made my position ou this subject perfectly plain to 
all Interested._A- Btrotber.

Trained Without Whip, Spike, Etc.— Brooklyn, L. l.-Ed- ^ 
ilor Chicago Field :—Some two weeks ago I saw where the editor | 
of the Turf, Field and Farm and our friend Horace Smith bad 
made a visit to Staten Island to examine some of the dogs at that 
beautiful spot, and In the editorial which was published In the 
above paper they made note of a dog belonging to Justice C. M. 
Johnson, of Port Richmond, and which they stated had been 
thoroughly broken without the use of either whip, check cord or 
spike collar. This seemed a little out of the usual line, and on 
Wednesday I took a sail down the bay and landing at Port Rich¬ 
mond, I was directed to the 'Squire’s office, where I found him 
seated behind the bar of justice, and just In the act of commit¬ 
ting a young man to the county jail for using profane language 
In the presence of ladles, and disorderly conduct on the public 
street. I Introduced myself to him when he had finished with 
bis prisoner, and stated that I had come down to sec a dog of hie 
called Ponto, which I beard had been broken without the use of 
either whip, eptke collar or check cord. He said he owned such 
a dog, and Invited me to bla house to see him. We found Ponto 
at the door of hts kennel, and as we approached he aat up to be 
unchained. As soon as the chain waa off him, he bounded away 
like a shot round the house. I expected to see tbs flowers de¬ 
stroyed, bat the Judge told me he Is running about the yard all 
day sometimes, and would no more think of going In a flower 
bed than he himself. As he came round the corner of the house 
at full speed bis ma ter raised tils hand, and he dropped like a 
shot He would hlc him on, and make him quarter any piece of 
ground by the moving of his hand. He then made him retrieve 
a glove, hat, pair of overalls acd finally an egg. Putting an egg 
down he sent him on and made him “to ho,” waved him on 
again, stopping him with his nose directly on top of the egg, and 
offered me the dog If I could move him or make him pick the 
egg up until be was ordered to fetch. I tried to call him off, and 
threw a glove aliead of him, but he would not notice it. I think 
he kept him there for at least five or six mlnutee, and then or¬ 
dered him to fetch. He did It In fine etyle, and after delivering 
in hand, he took a piece of wood, cracked the shell of the egg, 
being careful not to break through the skin, and carried tie egg 
on the grass and make Ponto retrieve It fou times without break¬ 
ing It. The dog knows nothing about a whip or spike collar, 
that t am sure. You can strike at him with a etlck or broom 
and cannot even make him wink. We put a spike collar on him, 
and he went over and took a drink from bis basin, and then com¬ 
menced playing with an apple. He Is certainly as fine a retriever 


How Rock Be.it Rob Rov and Ranoer.- Hillsdale, Mich.— 
sailor t'Aicaffu A’iWd:—I miticed in your last issue Mr. Luther 
Adams' letter In support of Rock, aud his claim for that dog of 
a victory over Rob Roy and Ranger. I have long been aware 
that this honor has been conspicuously displayed at the bead of 
Rock’s printed pedigrees, but have waited till it was publicly 
claimed to show just how much of credit really belongs to IL 
Mr. Adams refers to the Rnglisli Kennel Club Stud Book, so I 
will quote from it in substance, viz.; Vol. 1, page 181. Barley- 
dam Stakes for aged doga, Shrewsbury, 1873. The Jlrsl brace put 
down were Ranger and Rob Roy, of whose performance I find the 
following report; “Rob Roy behaved very well at a hare when 
first pul down, and as Mr. Macdona’s dog had a great reputation 
for pace, this trial was looked forward to with great Interest. 
Ranger, however, started a hare, and after a second's hesitation 
gave chase, and Rob Roy following suit, a good course ensued, 
both doga running through the fields, the superiority of Ranger s 
pace being very plain. Two other doge were ordered down, and 
both culprits were taken up when they were caught.” All who 
are posted on field trial rules know that a dog that chaees oul of 
the JIM is put oul of the stakes tor this fault. Thus from want of 
proper breaking these two dogs were disqualified at the very out- 
start of the trial, aud thus Kock beat them by never meeUug them at 
all, the only way he could ever beat either. The year before, at 
Shrewsbury, Rock was entered In the Puppy Stakes, but not 
placed; and the very meeting where he won this great victory he 
was also entered In the Brace and Champion Stakes, but not 
placed In either; nor was he more fortunate the succeeding year, 
for be was again not placed. This Is Rock’s field trial record as 
compared with Rob Roy’s, which I will give that all may Me for 
themselves, viz.: Ist BoreattonStakes (for ageddogal, 2d Somer- 
ford Stakes (for braces), 1st Champion, all at Shrewabury, 1873, 
Ist Borough Stakes, Vaynol, 1872; 2d Acton Reynold Stakes, 
Shrewsbury, 1873. Three first and one second prize In single 
dog stakes and second In the braces. I am Informed by gentle¬ 
men In England who know both dogs well that Rock could never 
stand before either Rob Roy or Ranger, and I think the above 
fully proves IL _ _ Arnold Burqeh.

The entries were largo, 
numbering 1,057, but the arrangements not very satisfactory. The 
liev. Tbos. Pearce (Idstone) Judged the setters. Idstone belongs 
to the ring of dog Jockeys who run the showsof the English Kennel 
Club, and, as usual, carried out the programme of this unscni- 
puloue lot of dog dealers. The London Fitld^ of course, is silent 
over Mr. Pearce’s decisions, as Walsh, the editor, could not very 
well crliicize one of the principal members of the clique of Walsh, 
Lort A Co. But our able cotemporary, the Lio€ Utock Jounialy 
saVK: 

The setters were, taking them all to all, as good a lot as ever we saw 
aod Just as bidly judged. We do not like to be hard apon a Jodge 
but it U lime to say (Eat It is high time that Mr. Pearce—who belongs 
to the Pachydermata^ ao cannot be wounded by a pen—cither took 
mure time or made hie bowj to the daggle public, and retired. Remus, 
with hie eplbndid bead, was alone in toe chanmloD Bogllah; and Pbau- 
tom woo in bltchea, she Is good all over. Id BogliBh cogs, open class. 
Kruce and Rock 11. took flret and second; Brnce le a talcing dog. but 
curly all over; Rock II. bae bad ears. We shall eay nothing ^out third 
prise, bnt some Judges would have given both first and second to Pur¬ 
cell Llewellln’e dogs, who. In addition lo fauitlees shape, were and 
always are sbowo In faultless condition. The open class Bngiisb 
bitches was woo by Daphne, a nice bitch, with good bead and body; 
right perbape. bnt we would have placed Connless II. third, and Meg 
third. Ren II., the winner lo Ooroon doge, le Just a fair Gordon setter; 
Uuoiid is a very nice, shapely dog,.goodTn bead, legs and feet. Ddke 
has a good bead and epaniel ears. Idetone is a nice taking dog(iiu- 
noticed), and poor Bloaeom was left out in the dark and cold, and we 
ean only wonder at thin and for once be eiicnt. 

The Irish setters were a very excellent class, both doge and bltchea. 
Many were absent who bad entered, and some were marked **uot fur 
competition,''which in the case of Mr. Reidy's Shot and Carlo was a 
pity, aM they are fit for the highest. Hex was properly placed flret. 
being far before any in the class—capital In chest, loins, and quartere, 
and feet—in fact, ell over. Pliinkei II. is a good booed dog, of a 
deep color, with good lege and feet. Baeto was deMervedly V.ll.C.. as 
III' shows all the good potnlsof the breed. Some of these setters, we 
may remark, were too darkly red. approaeblug even to black. We like 
to see a nice blood-red.'‘hot there Is a midst in a mire." In bitches, 
we cannot agree with the judges lo placing Mina before Kate, who is 
superior to her in maoy ways, although Mina baa a greater wealth of 
feather. Flirt has good color, feather, and bead, but she is ^maii and 
very bad In feel. 

The pulnter classes were numerons, and small as to numbers, but 
showed an abundance of quality. lu large champion class Mr. Price’s 
Wagg was atone in bis glory, though had Mr. Mason's Don been preeent 
things might have gone differently. Tbe large champion bit bee were 
Mend. SieTla. Lady Isabel, snd lAdy, the first undoubtedly the best. 
And Stella next. In the open class for large dogs, Fsust won, a grand 
dog »ll round, lo whom Los Cymru made a verv poor aecood. Mr. Oit- 
irap’ti Qrof was won by of hie jpluce. The whole class was a good one. 
Tht. large bitches were lopped by Midge, who well deserved her posi- 
lion: and Mona followea as second, but we should have preferred 
.luno, or Mr. Price's grand old Belle; the latter should at least have 
been noticed. In champion email dogs two only were present, and the 
same number of bitches, and both prizes were rightly placed. Mr.

Major Cole Hamilton's Tom. who was third, Is 
perfeettD color, coat and symmetry, but bis head detracts much from 
Die general appearance. In bitches, however, this gentleman turned 
the tables, bis Kate proving too many for her adversaries. Norab. the 
winner of second, ie a remarkably handsome bitch, by Or. Stone's old 
Dash, and from him she inherits the white which detracts from her 
good looks. Colleen Rhue and Peggy were third and fourth. Eugllsb 
setters were a poor lot, with tbe exception of the winner. Black and 
tan setters, as nsual lo the north of Veland. were very good. Some 
exception was taken to tbe awards In this class, but as we did not see 
them ofi^ (be benches, perhaps I ho judge saw Imperfections which we 
bad not the opporcuoity of ooing. We certainly thought Banger tbs 
pick of the basket: after him we should have put Dnehoss. Setter 
puppies produce an entry of thirteen, which were tbe best class of the 
whole show; besides tbe prize, the judge very highly commended the 
whole class. Retrievers and Irish water spanleTs produced nothing 
new or deserving of special mention. Colleys ware an average lot. 
Fox-terriers were liberally dealt with, as will be seen by the prize list. 
In tbe champion class, Grace and Bramble divided tbe cash, tbe latter 
taking Mr. Brsktne's cup. value £<1 40, for tbe beat fox-terrier, rough 
orsmootb. the property of an Ulster exhibitor, whilst Grace got an ex¬ 
tra cup and the Fox-terrier Club's silver medal. Fox-terrier dogs in¬ 
troduced us to nothing new; but in the bitch class Mr. 8 , M'uredy 
showed a gi>od one lo Lilly, and evidently did not kuuw her value, aa 
she was in the catalogue at £12 12 h, at which price she was not loog In 
finding a purchaser; ^e is all over a terrier and good one.

Tbe barrel should be afterwards dipped in boiling water, 
slightly diluDd with carbonate of potash or soda, then well dried, bur- 
ni^ed and heated slightly for receiving aeveral coats of tiusmiib's 
lacqner. This consists of a eolullou of sbellac in alcubol, nolored with 
dragon'a blood.

***'^ven of our home sportsmen then took the trsps, and they 
killed thirty-seven birds, Wm. Murray scoring eight birds. 

EUtht members of the homo club then tried their skill. They 
kllM forty-six birds, J. M. Courtright killing nine of his and be 
was declared the victor. 

One of the features of the eport that had a disagreeableness 
about It to ns was the amount of skirmishing that was allowed. 
The woods were filled with members of the associations and 
others, who brought down every bird that was lucky enough 
to escape the unerring aim of the men at the traps. This part 
of the sport was wrong and an attempt was made to stop It, 
everybody seemingly being of the opinion that If the bird earned 
Its liberty It was unfair to butcher It afterwards; but so many 
skirmishers were In the woods picking off every stray bird, that 
at last no restraint was put on the sportsmen, as the men In 
charge of the pigeons preferred to have them killed and secured 
by the proper parties rather than allow them to fall Into the 
hands of the poachers who were laying low for spoil Just out of 
range of shot. 

At noon the party repaired to the bough house at the head of 
the range beneath which two long tables groaned beneath their 
load of eubstantlals. There was bread and butter, cold ham, 
tongue, and bologna, pickles, cheese, coffee, with milk or cream, 
bananas, lemonade, and a good cigar to aid digestion. It was a 
noble company that eat down to that lunch, and right bravely did 
they attack It. The battle lasted for the best part of an hour. 

In the meantime a shower passed over the mountains, and the 
band played an accompsnlmciit to the flashing thunder and the 
pattering rain drops. . ^ ^ 

No sooner was the dinner over, the cigars smoked, and ere the 
clouds had scarcely dried their tears, trouble with the guns was 
again commenced. The General's rifles were produced, a target 
toy was sent out, and firing was opened on the two-hundred- 
yards mark. Each man was allowed two shots, and the following 
are the scores for the first party at guns. 

J J. Waite, 8.0; T. C. Parker, 0.5; A. M. Fell, 2.0; A. Miller, 
4.4- H. W. Palmer, 2.2; T. Morpith, 0; Sheriff Henderson, 2.0 
Wm Murray, 2.0; C. U. Leonard, 3.0; Charles Roth, 4.0; J. M 
Courtright, 0.2; C. A. Jones, 4.3; I. Ayres, 3.0; Dr. Bullard, 0; 

J Stahl, 2.0; Dr. Long, 4.5; L. D. Shoemaker, 3.0; B. F. Dor 
ranee, 3.5; E. L. Dana, '2.2; John Lannlng, 4.3; J. B. Yeager, 
4.8. Dr. Long was the champion in this bout. 

Tom Parker, as will be seen, made the first bull's eye. Dr. Long 
the second, B. F. Dorrance the third; Long making the best 
average shot, he was declared the champion. 

Long ranges were now tried with lees satisfactory results. Mr. 
Burrows, superintendent of the powder mills, made a bull's eye at 
live hundred yards twice In succession. An excellent shot was 
made by a young man who remarked: “Yes, she did, Rich, and 
she went off before I was ready." When his shot was scored as 
No. 3, he remarked that he always put his fool In It with that 
confounded tongue of his. 

Shooting at a dead mark was too tedious foragreatnumberof the 
sportomeu, and so they repaired to the hill and began on the pig¬ 
eons again. The shooting was decidedly better than In the early 
part of the day, Mr. Thomas Ely, of Kingston, killing every bird 
he fired at, and breaking the glass balls as though It was no Job 
•stall to hit them. The glass balls, which were substituted for 
pigeons, were not so readily hit by the average sportsman. 

At about 5 o'clock the sports for the day closed, and the tired 
sportsmen wended their way down to the station, where they took 
their car and were brought Into the city. A representative of 
the Plain Dealer and the Wilkesbarre correspondent of the Scran¬ 
ton Timex had the hardihood to leave the scene of fun and frolic 
somewhat earlier than the train, and over the mountain they 
"hoofed" It Into town, stopping at the Prospect rock to drink in 
the beauties of the most beautiful of all living pictures, which 
may be observed from that eminence. 

They reached their homes just as the train with the excursion¬ 
ists came thundering up the valley; and one of the party speaks 
from actual experience when he says he retired to rest on Wed¬ 
nesday night fully Impressed with the fact that he had enjoyed 
one of the moat pleasant days of his life; and he speaks Uic fact 
also when he says that he arose the next morning with the knowl¬ 
edge that he bad dreamed be was a pigeon with no tall and 
cropped wings, and that all the sportsmen of the nation had been 
firing at him, and that he had been unable to fly out of danger. 
Such Ideas were no doubt caused by a little too heavy sandwich 
Indulged In the day previous-

Sportsnien’8 ADHOciatioiis nuil TournaiueoLs—Their Uses 
uiid Abuses.

Eoitok Chicago Fisui:—In the CuiCAoo Fiklo of July 18, 
“Boone," among other things pertinent to the welfare of sports¬ 
men, says: “There is a growing feeling among the sober and 
non-shooting people of the state, that If the outcome of shooting. 
Its very boast and glory. Is to be a yearly gathering from all parts 
of shouting men, to compete for prizes to those who can slaughter 
the most of captive and bel|Jlssa birds; If by this amateur trapshoot¬ 
ing, there is to be held out before our toys as commendable and 
for Imitation the coarse animal life of the trap-shooting profes¬ 
sional, then It Is well all game should be killed off, and the shoot¬ 
ing class come to an end." 

Without attempting to uphold or denounce trap sbcxitlng at 
birds, or giving or withholding assent to the Justice of “Boone’s" 
arraignment of It, I submit that It raises a ([uestlon to which the 
attention not ouly of non-sporting, but of sporting men has been 
given, and one of the highest and greatest Importance to every 
true sportsman. 

The principal objects of sportsmen’s associations arc, or should 
be, to protect and propagate game, and encourage proficiency In 
the legitimate fields of sport. Without the attainment of the 
first object named, the last Is useless, beuce the first should be 
the primary one. Touruanients, especially of slate organizations, 
ought to bo mere auxiliaries to the business of the conventions, 
or meetings, which Is to discuss the great and primary object, 
and to which the attention of all members should be given at 
the animal gatherings. These facts were cousidered by tbe offi¬ 
cers of tbe Iowa Bute Association at its last convention, as well 
as the fact that It was extremely difficult to Induce a majority of 
the members iu attendance at the place of meeting and the 
tournament, to attend to the convention and participate In Its 
buslneee, and that no way had as yet been devised or suggested 
to awaken sufficient Interest In the convention business to secure 
such attendance. 

Whether It can best be secured by compulsory regulations, or 
by offering prizes for suitable essays, best driJts of game laws, 
or In some other manner. Is tbe question which demands a solu¬ 
tion, which can most likely be secured by a free and charitable 


discussion In the public Journals devoted to such Interests. 

I do not know whether or not “Boone” Is a member of any 
sportsmen’s club, or of the stale association. If he Is not a 
member of the latter, I respectfully suggest to him, whether os a 
true sportsman. Interested In the correction of the errors of his 
brethren, he ought not to become such at once, and lend his aid 
and Influence “whore It would do the most good." 

If, however, ho does not desire to so connect himself, I am 
quite sure that any suggestions from him or any other man, look¬ 
ing to the cure of the evil he laments, and the attainment of the 
principal object In view, will be given a respectful and earnest 
consideration by the officers of the Iowa State Association, and 
the friend of true sportsmen.

Instead of In the air fifty yards away and remember that not only 
this distance but the horlzontol Hoe of a bird’s flight will vary as 
Its course varies from a right angle to the line of lire. What sort 
of scores could be made at Creedinoor at 1,000 yards or even 500 
yards If the right had to be held off for wind and drift Instead of 
holding the barrel off with the wind gauge, If the distance and 
wind varied with every shot and the sliooler could not avail him¬ 
self of any Information about his misses. In my opinion this 
woodpecker performance is far belter than a string of filteen 
bulls eyes at a thousand yards. Dr. Carver may not thank mo 
for saying It and may even honestly think otherwise, but In my 
opinion this la far more wonderful than the smashing of 600 balls 
without a miss at ten paces, or the bitting of fifty nickels at ten 
feet. This can hardly be called a scratch, for In his Isle account 
of his tour across the continent ho tells us of killing three ducks 
out of a passing flock, a performance little less remarkable than 
the woodpecker shooting, as the position, distance, course and 
speed of tbe ducks probably varied with each shot. 

Much nonsense has been written and spoken about wing 
shooting with the rifle. Its difficulties are enormous except where 
tbe ^me Is moving straight away. Not one riflemau In four can

I did not Intimate 
that Carver could not shoot birds well oii tbe wing, but only 
that be could not make such scores on birds as he could on balls; 
that the same kind of shooting would not do for both; and that 
marvelously good shooting on game would not make the rabble 
wonder. To these points 1 still adhere. I had no doubt that 
he could shoot flying birds far belter than any living person can 
or probably ever will, but 1 cautioned the learner against sup 
posing that the ability to do It could be actiuired by ball prac¬ 
tice a (o Carver. The ball shooting Is purely automatic, can be 
acquired by any one of ordinary gumption, who will take the 
trouble to throw up the rifle a few thousand times to the same 
position. With the same amount of practice Dr. Carver could 
soon learn to do the same by using bis rifle barrel as a blow gun, 
handicapping the difference In the accuracy of tbe arrows from 
that of the ball. It Is not as difficult or as wonderful as his own 
shooting at balls and pigeons with the shotgun at 21 yards rise. 
No aim, no exercise of Judgment is required. It Is simply quick 
shooting at a distance where absolutely no skill Is required to hit 
the object at rest, and It is practically at rest when he fires at it. 
The training of the muscles to absolute obedience In any fixed 
direction Is one of the commonest things In the world and is seen 
every day In far higher perfection than Dr. Carver exhibits It. 
Hitting a glass ball at ten paces Is not comparable for difficulty 


Judgment. It Is a triumph over difficulties well nigh Insupera¬ 
ble and utterly Insuperable to all ordinary shoU. It Involves a 
skill and Judgment that Is almost hopeless for mere ama¬ 
teurs to reach. I see from a paper which the Doctor has been 
kind enough to send me, that he shoots as It were by Intuition, 
without knowing exactly how he does It. He can undoubtedly 
do this at the balls as ho doubtless docs In his hip and other 
“fancy" shoU (of which I think as little as 1 do of the ball per¬ 
formance) by mere muscular sense of direction which enougb 
mechanical repetition will develop and cultivate In any block- 
bead. But It Is far more to the Doctor's credit that he shoots 
his birds, as I know he must do, by a comblnalion of skill, quick¬ 
ness and Judgment utterly unknown to and unattainable by 
the average crack rifle shot. And this Is what I meant by saying 
that “the Doctor knows very well that for game shooting some¬ 
thing vastly different from Ms style of ball shooting Is 
required.” 

If the Doctor has any scores on birds better than these or 
ever makes any I would thank him very much for the particulars, 
especially dlsUnce, speed, and course of game, and as near as 
possible the amount of margin allowed.

No 
one can appreciate the difficulties of this performance except one 
who has attentively riudied (I mean rindied not merely tried) the 
subject of shooting moving game with the rifle and experienced 
Ha difficulties under circumstance where the missing balls can 
be seen to strike. I will try to explain them.

Ing at a sUtlona y mark. To hit the same crossing at fifty yards 
even with a shot-gun (supposing the gun not to be at fault) Is 
better shooting than can be done by one-half of those w ho pre¬ 
tend to be wing shots. These two facts would alone show his 
shooting to be wonderfully goto. But let us consider a little 
further, these were all crossing the line of Are, consequently the 
rifle must be aimed at the point In the air where the bird will be 
when the ball gets to him. As there has been some disagree¬ 
ment with me on this point (some holding that the ball Is so swift 
that no allowance need be piade and others that the lii*eral mo¬ 
tion of the barrel In following the game carries the ball on a 
slanting conrse toward It) I will elaborate It a little. Let us sup¬ 
pose the bird to be moving thirty feet per second or a mile In 
three minutes,- or to be sure, let us fix It as low as twenty-four 
feet a second. The velocity of a WlnchesU-r bullet Is probably 
not much over 1,200 feet per second, or fifty yards In oue-elghth 
of a second. In this oue-eightli of a second the bird moves three 
feet Let us now to be sure throw off fifty per cent, for error 
and say the bird moves only eighteen Inches, while the ball 
travels fifty yards. But this allows no time for the passage of 
“nerve force” or whatever It Is, from the brain to the Huger, for 
the falling of the hammer, explosion of cap and gnidual burning 
of the powder. None of these things are Instantaneous and must al¬ 
together require at least one-twenly-flfth of a seconil; during which 
the bird moves one foot. Let us keep, howcver,wlthln safe limit 
and say the bird moves two feet from the time the brain decides 
to pull the trigger until the ball gets to the mark. The bird can 
therefore only he killed by sbootlng about two feet ahead of It 
on Its course.
